NATURAL GAS FOR ALBERTANS FIRST 


The proposal of a Winnipeg company to build a 
$45,000,000 pipe line from Calgary to supply natural gas 
to the east appears to he gaining some measure of success 
and the incorporation of the company will be asked for 
at the next session of the Alberta legislature. 

While the incorporation of the company does not 
necessarily mean that the Alberta government will allow 
gas to be exported to other provinces, it does indicate 
that Alberta has a reserve of 


to our eastern neighbors to spend considerable money to 
get it. 


The idea of selling gas is encouraging as regards in- 


creased income for Albertans and the Alberta govern- 
ment, but it seems disheartening to many residents of 
smaller towns to see our natural resources going to out- 
siders when we could use them here to our advantage. 

If experts can assure Albertans that there is suffi- 
cient gas reserves to supply the province’s needs for in- 


dustry and household use, and still leave a surplus for ex- |’ 
ort on a wide scale, then, and only then should a franchise | 


ve granted for export purposes. 

With new oil fields heing opened up Alberta is on the 
threshold of great expansion and prosperity and when 
gas reserves are sufficient the installation of pipe lines to 
all Alberta towns should be considered before the product 
is exported, Didsbury, Olds and Innisfail are towns on the 
C and F line that could be served to advantage with gas 
and we hope that the time is not too far distant when resi- 
dents of these towns will be given the opportunity to en- 
joy the services which only natural gas can supply 
economically.

‘BIG AID IN MAKING OUT 
INCOME TAX FORMS 


Now available free to Canadian 
farmers at all post offices is one of 
{the most remarkable publications 
lever devised by a government. It 
‘is a blank farm account book to 
| help Canadian farmers keep track 
;of their business the whole year 
| round. 
The new farm account book is 
/a securely-bound 44-page volume, 
|nine by twelve inches in size. Fol- 
| lowing an introduction there are 15 
| pages of information on farmer's in- 
|come tax and 23 lined and headed 
{blank pages on which he can list 
his transactions from week to week. 

The last section begins with re- 
ceipts from the sale of crops and 
seeds and covers most other items 
handled by farmers —- livestock, 
poultry, honey hides, manure and 
a dozen other sundry sales. 

The next section deals with ex- 
penses for seeds, feeds, 


and tools. There are blank columns 
for capital and revenue from stocks 
and bonds. The foreword explains 
how the farmer can calculate his 
‘net worth’ and determine what 
progress or lack of progess he has 
made during the year. 

In a few minutes the farmer can 
put down his day’s or week's trans- 
actions with a minimum of trouble 
The new Farm Account Book can 
save many farmers money in that 
it can take the place of an expert. 
In fact to have a similar accounting 
system installed by an expert would 
te bevond the scope of most men 
of the land. 


INCOME TAX INFORMATION 

The 15 pages of farmer's income 
tax information which has the ad- 
vantage of being official are in a 
question and answer form. In gen- 
eral, the theme is that all Canadians 
who benefit from the nation’s vast 
resources and facilities should con- 
tribute to their upkeep and that 
graduated income tax is the fairest 
method known to obtain this rev- 
enue. The keynote as stated on page 
seven, is fairness and decency. 

In this spirit many of the ques- 
tions show the farmer the best me- 
thod of taking advantage of every 
exemption to which he is entitled. 
If he has difficulty, a district In- 
come Tax office will advise him. If

FEATURES OF THE BOOKLET 

The farmer's income tax return is 
a six-page form which at first 
glance looks fairly complicated. 
The new Farm Account Books help 
in simplifying this by numbering 
its headinys to agree with the num- 
bers on the tax return itself, For in 
stance, on one of the pages, devoted 
to expenses under which the farmer 
lists his payments of wages and 
board for hired help, he is referred 
directly to the exact spot where 
these items shoul? be listed on his 
income tax return form. Similarly, 
cach column of sales, expenses and 
other items are numbered to corres 
pond with the items on the income 
tax return. 

Another feature is the schedule 
of depreciation rates on page 14 
where some 75 different items on 
fhe farm are listed with their cor- 
rect maximum rate of depreciation.

ACCIDENTS HIGHER 
ON PRAIRIE FARMS 


A comparison of the percentage 
distribution of farm accidents and 
farm population shows that not only 
do the greatest number of accidents 
occur in the Prairie Provinces, but 
the relative frequency of accidents 
is also greatest there, according to 
a survey of non-fatal accidents on 
Canadian farms during the 12 
months ended June 1, 1947, made 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
ties. The Province of Quebec is rela- 
tively the safest province. The 
Prairies, with about one-third of 
Canada's farming population, had 
60 per cent of the accidents. This 
is no doubt accounted for by the 
greater mechanization of agricul- 
ture in the West, and the added risk 
involved in working with tractors 
and complex agricultural machin- 
ery.
